T’S something I hate to admit, but 

I’m afraid swine erysipelas is one 

disease we'll never head off by tak- 
ing our hogs to clean ground. 

I’m not entirely sure of this yet, for I 
know of a few hog raisers who got away 
from it simply by moving out of old lots, 
tho they’d had outbreaks for several years 
previously. 

But in other neighborhoods it has jumped 
around in a most baffling way. In Page 
county, Iowa, a herd of spring pigs got it 
one week and by the next week it was across 
the road in some fall pigs. 

Then there was the incident on the: Iowa 
State College veterinary farm at Ames, ten 
or eleven years ago, when erysipelas in the 
middle-west was comparatively new. The 
college vets took a small lot of pigs to an 
isolated spot in a back field and inoculated 
them with a test culture to see if it really 
would produce the disease, 


When in a few days a laboratory 
check definitely confirmed the 
erysipelas organism’s presence, the 
pigs were destroyed and the build- 
ing, too. 


But that did not end the matter. Soon 
ther bunch of healthy pigs, located 150 

vards away, also had thi disease, And every 

recaution had bee taken to avoid carry- 
by humans!

It may be in the nature of the organism 
not only to go into the soil, but actually to 
thrive there. Some investigators, in facet, 
regard contact with the soil, between in- 
tervals in the hog’s body, as a very definite 
essential perpetuating the disease. They 
suspect, indeed, that soil contact may serve 
to regenerate striking power.

What, then, is to be done? There 
is but one solution that I know of, 
and th.t is to try the new serum- 
vaccine treatment, a European pro- 
cedure which the federal Bureau 
of Animal Industry (BAI) has now 
adapted to conditions in the United 
States.

Permanent Soldiers’ Tax 
Exemption File 


In accordance with a new law that 
was passed by the last session of the 
fowa legislature, soldiers of the Civil, 
Spanish-American and first World 
wars may now file permanently for 
the tax exemption to which they are 
entitled Previously, it has been 
necessary to claim this credit each 
year. 

In order to get the soldiers’ tax 
exemption, the claimant must be a 
resident and domiciled within the 
state of lowa, and must have record- 
ed his honorable discharge or a cer- 
tified copy in the county recorder’s 
office. 

In filing his claim, he must know 
the book and page numbers of the 
recording, and must file his claim 
or or before June 2, and must, of 
course, know the accurate legal de- 
scription of the property on which 
he wishes the credit to apply. 

When this is done, the requirement 
for an annual application is no long- 
er necessary, and the exemption will 
be effective until the property passes 
into the hands of some one not en 
titled to exemption, or until the law 
is changed. 


War Market For 
Walnut Logs 


Altho there is some demand, there 
is no “boom” in walnut logs for war 
uses, such as gun-stocks, nor is there 
likely to be, according to those who 
have studied the situation. The gov- 
ernment has not purchased very 


many gun-stocks during the defense

See Senatorship 


This survey of lowa farm 
opinion on candidates for U. S. 
senator reflects farm attitudes 
only and does not indicate how 
cities and towns will vote. Since 
farmers ordinarily cast only 40 
per cent of the total vote at lowa 
elections, the city and town vote 
will have more weight than the 
farm vote. 


LMOST a third of lowa’s farm 
4 voters aren’t much interested in 
the senatorial race this year. lowa 
elects a senator, and the right kind 
of senator means a lot to lowa agri- 
culture. But in late April, farmers 
were pretty calm about the whole 
hing 

A survey of farm opinion made by 
Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead shows that about 30 per cent of 
the voters haven’t much notion yet 
how they will vote. This survey was 
made in the same way as the pre- 
election surveys of 1938 and 1940, 
which predicted the farm vote within 
an average of three points. 

While the questions asked dealt 
with the vote next fall, the answers 
show something about the way farm- 
ers expect to vote in the June pri- 


maries. 


Senator Clyde Herring will, of 
course, be the Democratic candi- 
date. He is certain to get the nomi- 
nation, 

Most political observers say that 
the Republican candidate will eithe1 
be Governor George Wilson or Iowa’s 
secretary of agriculture, Mark Thorn- 
burg. James Dolliver, of Fort Dodge, 
is a third candidate who may develop 
some strength 

The survey shows that Iowa farm 
people are leaning Republican this 
year. From 1932 thru 1938, state-wid 
votes gave the Democratic candidates 
big majorities in the farm vote 
Only in 1940 did the Democrati 
share of the farm vote shrink to 50 


per cent. 


For a Democratic candidate to 
win in lowa, he has needed in the 
past at least 56 per cent of the 
farm vote. If he falls below this, 
he is likely to be beaten. 


This is because the small towns 
are always heavily Republican, and a 
sizable Democratic majority on the 
farms is needed to offset the small 
town vote if the Democrat is to get 
in. The city vote has been split al- 
most evenly between the two parties, 
so that elections have been a fight

So far as the Republican primary 
goes, there is good news for both 
Republican candidates. Wilson sup- 
porters can take heart from the fact 
that Wilson and Thornburg have a 
50-50 split on the votes of those farm- 
ers who voted Republican in the gen- 
eral election in 1940 

If only habitua] Republicans turn 
out for the primary, Wilson willbreak 
even in the farm districts. Most ob- 
servers think he will have an edge 
in the small towns. A light primary 
vote, with organization Republicans 
out in force, would give Wilson an 
advantage 


Thornburg supporters can note 
that Thornburg stands well with 
independent voters who some- 
times vote in Republican prima- 
ries and then vote Democratic in 
the fall.

DUST EATERS 


What the news reels should show now— 
together with soldiers in gas masks, and 
steel workers facing the red glare of fur- 
naces—is a picture of a cloud of dust in the 
middle of a corn belt field. 


As the dust cloud came closer, the spec- 
tator would see dimly thru the fog the figure 
of a man in overalls with a bandana hand- 
kerchief draped around his nose and mouth. 


If he rides a tractor, sometimes the dust 
blows away from him. More often it fol- 
lows him. If he walks behind a team, he 
is in the middle of the dust cloud all day. 


This part of the spring job on the farm 
is mostly over. Corn ground has been pre- 
pared and the corn is in. But there is still 
dust eating to be done as the soybean land 
is made ready for planting. And there are 
days of corn cultivating when a man thinks 
he is back harrowing again. 


Work like this has to be done. The ground 
must be put in shape. And if the spring is 
dry, the dust cloud trails the worker like 
his shadow. 


There has been so much talk about mod- 
ern farm equipment that some folks have 
the notion all a farmer has to do is to press 
a button and lean back. Maybe farmers 
need to tell more about the hard jobs—har- 
rowing in a dry spring, mowing away hay 
on a broiling summer day, threshing with 
straw down your back when the tempera- 
ture is over 100 degrees. 


When a young fellow on the farm comes 
in at night, dripping with sweat and caked 
with dust, he can have the satisfaction of 
knowing that he has worked harder than 
most of the men in the army that day. And 
that he has struck a good blow for victory.

If a farmer needs more build- 
ing than this to comply with the 
war effort, he should appeal to 
his County War Board. 


Here are some questions and an- 
swers that clear up points in these 
regulations: 

Q. What is meant by “cost’’? 

A. Total cost of labor and mate- 
rial, including equipment, insurance 
charges and financing costs. A farm- 
er who does part or all of his work 
can stretch that $1,000 quite a ways. 

Q. Is the building of a farm fence 
included under construction? 

A. Yes. 


Q. If a farmer’s dwelling is 
destroyed by fire, must he apply 
for authorization to rebuild? 


A. If the fire occurred on or after 
January 1, 1942, he need not apply 
for authorization to rebuild, but if 
he can not obtain materials without 


a preference rating, he would have 
to apply for priority assistance. 

Q. If a farmer’s barn or other 
farm building is destroyed by fire, 
must the farmer apply for authoriza- 
tion to rebuild if the cost is $1,000 
or more? 

A. Yes, but if a real emergency ex- 
ists, his application can be specially 
expedited 

Q. If a farmer is in doubt whether 
the proposed construction is subject 
to restriction, what should he do? 

A. Consult his County USDA War
